The present year marks a very de¬ 
cided step forward in the develop¬ 
ment of the college along several 
lines particularly the strengthening 
of the department of English and the 
department of Social Science and 
Economics, by new professors of 
distinction and new courses offered, 
so, too with the work done In modern 
languages anti in other lines as well 
The musical opportunities of Rollins 
already known as the finest in the 
state, are still further enhanced by 
the addition of a voice teacher of 
distinction and by other features of 
value. The conservatory would 
seem, by its enrollment and the in¬ 
terest manifest in this department, 
to be entering upon the most pros¬ 
perous year of its history thus far. 

It la pertinent here to speak of the 
activities, other than Academic, that 
make valuable contribution to the 
sum total of the organic life of the 
College, 

Athletics are carefully organized 
and well provided for by two compe¬

plemented by other members of the 
faculty who give of their time in be¬ 
half of the physical welfare of the 
student body. The Athletic policy 
of the Institution Is to provide some 
desirable form of physical exercise 
for every student—not the exploita¬ 
tion merely of “varsity" teams in the 
major college sports. Football, 
basketball, and baseball teams are all 
provided for and, in the latter two 
sports, there will be several teams 
formed, sufficient, in fact, for all 
who care to qualify. This year Rol¬ 
lins is fortunate in the acquisition of 
a director of athletics who is both 
unusually competent and enthusi¬ 
astically devoted to developing ath¬ 
letics and physical training along the 
broad lines Indicated and already be¬ 
gun. In spite of serious handicaps a 
successful football team has been de¬ 
veloped and a new spirit inspired in 
the whole athletic program. The 
success of the later basketball and 
baseball seasons is already assured, 
Tennis flourishes on the several 
campus courts. Canoeing, swimming 
and aquatic sports generally arC 
stressed at Rollins during the major 
part of the college year. It is In 
fact, a unique feature of this institu¬ 
tion that aquatic sports and other 
health-giving sports are conducted at 
Rollins in the life-giving out of doors 
in nature's unconfined gymnasium at 
a season when institutions farther 
north are snow'bound or still in the 
grip of winter. 

Three Aquatic Meets including 
Regattas and other water events are 
hold each fall, wdnter and spring to 
stimulate interest In this important 
branch of physical culture. Syste¬ 
matic training is given men and ivo- 
men in the important accomplish¬ 
ment of swimming, with the result 
that the majority of students learn 
to be at home both In and on the 
water. The extent to which this fact 
makes for life-insurance later is an 
interesting matter for speculation.
